As a student, you are required to 
get a Campus Services Card — the 
long name for student |.D. 

You can get by without one, but 
that would mean that you (a) never 
use any Campus services, (b) never 
use the library and (c) haven't taken 
the RT buses for free, not even for fun.

CHANGING 
MAJORS 


When you filled out your appiica- 
tion to CSUS, you chose a major. To 
change it, go to the Admissions and 
Records counter, get a Change of 
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moming; that’s when they do cards. 

What you get on your card is a 
picture of you that looks like your 
driver's license photo, a CSU seal, 
your signature, name, social security 
number and a zebra-siripe sicker on 
the back so you can check out library 
books with your card. 

Now that you have one, you can 
show it to friends and family and say, 
*See? Now I'm a real Sac State stu- 
dent.” 


PHONES

Of course, if you're changing your 
major to something special, tke Busi- 
ness Administration, Engineering, 
Computer Science and Nursing, you 
have to get forms from these depart- 
ments instead of the OAR. 

Nursing is an “impacted” major, so 
you have © meet other admission 
criteria to become a Nursing major. 

Changing your major won't take 
effect for a semester; depending on 
the new major, it may not take effect 
for two semesters. So this can give 
you plenty of time to change it again. 


MAXIMUM 
LOAD 


The largest number of units you 
can register for through CAR is 17 
units. If you want any more than that, 
you'll have to add them at the begin- 
ning of the semester. If you register for 
any more, the computer will remove 
Classes from your list at random, and 
you don't want to nsk a random re- 
moval of a class you really wanted. 

To take more than 21 units a se- 
mester, you Must 3i9N a pedtion that 
must be first recommended by your 
adviser, then sent to your department 
chair and dean. You'll need a 3.25 
GPA; only brainiacs apply for more 
than the maximum load anyway. 
CSUS recommends 15 to 17 units per 
semester, which is cool. Five or six 
Glasses i$ enough to tax any mind. 


PROBATION 


it you have less than a 2.0 GPA at 
the end of the semester, you're on 
probation. To get off probation, you 
have to bring your GPA back to a 2.0.

PENALTIES

forced to attend CSUS because of 
family tradition or overbeanng par- 
ents, you May want 10 find out what it 
takes to get in trouble around here. Or 
yOu May just be curious. 

Survival can’t endorse any par- 
ticular methods of getting yourself forc- 
ibly removed from campus, and we 
can'tencourage you to ry any of them, 
but we would like to point out that the 
nght method could both win the State 
Hornet some bitchin’ journalistic 
awards and get someone some fan- 
tastic local — maybe natonal — news 
coverage.

The Associated Students inc., 
which you pay fees to every semester, 
is the main student organization on 
campus. incorporated in 1956, ASI 
exists “to promote and advance the 
common interests of the student body 
and the welfare of CSUS." Weil, that’s 
what they say. 

ASI is a cross between student 
government and a corporation. The 
student government part is the one 
that comes under fire. Critics of the 
student government system in gen- 
eral question whether its leaders take 
thew jobs out of sincere concer or to 
pad their résumés.

All students 
should contact their major department 
and Searn about the procedures in- 
volved in graduation.

faculty and professional advisers are 
available at the Academic Advising 


make your defense in court. 

Use your right to remain silent. 
Tell the police nothing except your 
name and address. Don't make ex- 
cuses; don't engage in “fnendly* con- 
versation. 

Ask to see a lawyer immedi- 
ately. Chances are you can't afford 
one, so ask the police to get you a 
lawyer. Don't talk to anyone unless 
your lawyer is with you. 

Don’t agree to searches. Use 
your right against unlawful search. If 
the police say they have a warrant, 
ask to see it. 

You get a phone call after arrest. 
Call a relative, fnend or attorney and 
have them arrange bail. if you get an

vices Center, Room 105. The AAC is 
also handy for those students who just 


have a question about... well, any- 
thing. 


HEALTH 
CENTER 


CSUS students who need medical 
care for minor ilinesses and injunes no 
longer have to panic over health insur- 
ance or hospital bills. Partof your fees 
Qo to the Suzanne A. Snivety Student 
Health Center, located in the parking 
lot across from the Administration 
Building. So you're set. 

Well, sort of. There are thousands 
of students on campus and the doc- 
tors only have so much time. And for 
sionals are brought in, so they charge 
“a minimal fee.” One student (and we 
won't name names) tried to get an 
appointment and would have had to 
sell his CDs to afford their “minimal 
fee.” But it's cheaper than paying hos- 
pital tees. 

There are specialty clinics avail- 
able, such as gynecology, dermatol- 
ogy, orthopedics and optometry. Of 
Course, thanks to budget cuts, there 
aren't quite as many specially clinics 
as there used to be. The Health Cen- 
ter cuts back where otherscan take up 
the slack for a comparable price. 

Students need to see a staff physi- 
Cian for referral before visiting a clinic 
(except optometry). This is to (a) cut 
down on the flood of students, and (b) 
to make sure you don't pay some fee 
when you don't need treatment. The 
dlinics are not open daily, so they fil up 
quickly. For fees and times, check with 
the Health Center. 

The CSUS pharmacy caries pre- 
scription drugs that are sometimes 





exira Call, call a bail bonds office your- 
self. Sometimes you can be released 
without bai (on own recognizance) or 
have your bail lowered. Ask the judge 
about i. You have the night to go into 
court the next court day after your 
arrest. 

Know your options. Don't make 
any decisions in your case und! you've 
talked to a lawyer. 

if you're stil under 18, you may be 
denied bail or phone calls, but ask for 
a lawyer and follow the above advice. 

Thisisn't complete information, but 
it should get you through the exper- 
ence. But if you remember to keep 
your nose clean, you won't need this 
advice. 
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cheaper than other pharmacies. They 
used to have baskets of free condoms, 
but thanks to budget cuts, they don't. 
Don't you hale those budget cuts? 

The Health Center also provides 
tree psychological services, but you're 
limited to eight sessions per academic 
year. if you still need counseling, they 
send you to an outside professional — 
chances are you can get more help 
from the pro than you would from an 
overworked student health center 
employee. They also offer group pro- 
grams. 


STUDY 
ABROAD 


if you want to get out of the country 
for a while — you want to travel and 
leam about another nation, or you 
have too many DUI convictions — the 
Office of international Programs, lo- 
cated in the Student Service Center, 
Room 116, gives you the opportunity 
to spend a year overseas, studying 
there while enrolied here.

The Housing Office also has a list 
of apartments off campus that rent to 
students, but the cheapest prices on 
the list are, as follows: $275 studio, 
$315 one bedroom, $410 two bed- 
rooms and $610 for three bedrooms.
